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SEGAL SELLS A TOWN: | PRESIDENT Backs Parsons. 'BALLOON HOOKS WOMAN: 


WILL AID WRECKED BANK, 


Promoter Disposes of South Al- 
toona for $500,000. 


MOB ATTACKS HIPPLE’S SON: 


Recelver Hopeful That Real Estate | 
Trust Co. Will Reopen—Church 
Funds Believed to be Safe.

HOLLIDAYSBURG, Penn., Aug. 
Adolf Segal, the Philadelphia promoter 
whose name is prominently mentioned in 
connection with the failure of the Real 


Estate Trust Company, has sold the 
entire town of South Altoona, this county, 
comprising 670 houses, hotels, and busi- 
ness establishments to Borland & Wad- 
dell, a Pittsburg real estate firm, for 
$500,000. The agreement of sale was 
ffed in the office of the Recorder of 


Deeds, this afternoon. 

The title of this town was vested in 
William H. Whiteside of Philadelphia, 
while the Knickerbocker Contracting 
Company, of which corporation Segal is 
the Treasurer and controlling spirit, held 
thirteen hundred mortgages, aggregating 
$1,800,000. By the terms of the sale 
agreement these mortgages are to be 


satisfied. 
Last Spring Borland & Waddell learned 


thet Segal was anxious to dispose of the 
South Altoona lots. They arranged to 
buy them under en agreement by which 
he was to release each lot when sold, they 


really putting up no cash. The agree- 
ment was never placed on record until 
to-day, when Mr. Waddell, who is in Al- 
toona looking after the lot sales, decided 
it would be to their interest to have it re- 
corded. It is of the date of April 6, 1896. 
The sales have not been brilliant, but have 
been enough to satisfy the young men 
who are handling the property that they 
had @ paying investment. 

Mr. Borland, when asked in Pittsburg 
this evening if he would be able to hold 
the property, said that was a legal ques- 
tion which he could not answer, but that 
they proposed to do whatever was right 
im the premises and not endeavor to take 
advantage of any depositors or any one 
else concerned in the failure of the Phila- 
delphia Trust Company. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 29,— Adolf 
Segal, who is the central figure in the 
" collapse of the Real Estate Trust Com- 
pany, to-night stated that some days ago 
he placed in the hands of the officials of 
thet company several million dollars’ 
worth of bonds in order to make his bor- 
rowings absolutely secure. ‘‘ There were 
no conditions attached,” he declared. 
“They were to be used to the best ad- 
vantage of the company. I feel I have 
done everything in my power to relieve 
the Real Estate Trust Company.” 

Continuing Mr. Segal said: 

“I am interested in from twenty to 
thimy big companies. Several months 
a number of Pittsburg capitalists en- 
tered\into an agreement with me for the 
purchase of my real estate holdings in 
Altoona, Penn. The purchase price is 
$500,000, but the money has not yet been 
paid.”’ 

Mr. Segal declined to give a list of his} 
securities, consisting of bonds and mort-| 
gages, which the trust company holds. 
He said that F. W. Hipple, son of the} 
late President Hipple, had occupied the} 
position of Secretary in one of his com-j| 
panies, but declared the position was pure- 
ly honorary, and that no salary was paid. 

“It was rumored to-day that I intended 
to leave town,’’ concluded Mr. Segal. “I 
intend to stay right here and see this mat- 
ter through.” 

Receiver George H. Earle, Jr., to-day 
took charge of the affairs of the Real 
Estate Trust Company. Until he com- 
pletes his investigation the exact con- 
dition of affairs cannot be told. The re- 
oeiver, however, expresses the belief that 
the trust funds are intact.

ence with the Directors this afternoon Mr. 
Earle said that in his estimation the re- 
ceivership would be only temporary, and 
that the bank would be able to resume 
business at an early date. 

The Presbyterian Hospital, of which Mr. 
Hipple was Treasurer, to-day elected the 
Widelity Trust Company as his successor, 
and through that concern learned that the! 
institution’s securities, amounting to $1,-/ 
500,000, were intact. While it is believed 
that the securities of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the General Assembly are equally | 
safe, it will be necessary to elect a new! 
Treasurer before the fact can be deter-! 
mined. 

It developed to-day that Mr. Hipple had 
on deposit for various Presbyterian church 
organizations $150,000 in cash. Included 
in this was $10,000 deposited by the Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society, to be} 
used in rebuilding the home for rescued | 
white slaves in San Francisco, destroyed } 
by the enrthquake. 

There were no evidences of apprehension 
on the Stock Exchange. Bankers pointed 
out that there never was an instance in/ 
which an institution of the trust com- 
pany’s size had so few brokerage ac- 
counts outstanding. 

It is likely that an investigation of the} 
manner in which President Hipple came | 
to his sudden death will now be made. |

Following an announcement from Oy- 
ster Bay yesterday that President Roose- 
velt was in sympathy with Congressman 
Herbert Parsons, Chairman of the Repub- 
Hean County Committee, who is fighting 
for control of the local machine against 
the Odell-Platt-Quigg combination, Mr. 
Parsons declared last night that President 
Roosevelt had given him all the support 
proper for him to give. He also said he 
had known of the President's ‘“ friendli- 
ness’ for him since June. 

The general interpretation put on Mr. 
Roosevelt's attitude last night in Republi- 
can circles was that State Chairman 
Odell’s challenge to put up Charles E. 
Hughes for Governor had been met and 
that Gov. Higgins would announce his 
retirement from the contest for the nom- 
ination, join with the President in the 
demand for Mr. Hughes, and thus force 
Mr. Odell to take the man whom he had 
no idea of naming as Governor, and 
whose name he used only as a club to 
force Gov. Higgins out of the running. 

The announcement from Oyster Bay 
came in the form of a statement from 
Secretary Loeb, as follows: 

*“‘Secretary Loeb said to-day that Con- 
gressman Herbert Parsons, Chairman of 
the New York County Republican Commit- 
tee, would lunch with President Roosevelt 
on Friday, and that the President's inter- 
view with Mr. Parsons has no further 
political significance than that of ex- 
pressing the President's cordial sympathy 
with the purposes and methods for which 
Congressman Parsons stands in public life 
and which the President believes must ob- 
tain in the Republican Party if the Re- 
publican Party is to fulfill its full meas- 
use of usefulness to the Nation. 

‘The President does not regard It as his 
business under ordinary conditions to in- 
terfere in State or local contests. He 
thinks that such interference is not only 
not desireg, but would be resented by the 
people. But he has made no secret of his 
cordial sympathy with men like Congress- 
man Parsons, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican County Committee; with men like 
James W. Wadsworth, Jr., Speaker of the 
New York State Assembly, who stand not 
only as individuals but as types of many 
other men like them who have gone into 
politics with the intention of rendering 
disinterested, honest, common sense ser- 
vice to the public as a whole, and with 
whom the President as a citizen cordially 
sympathizes.” 

County Chairman Parsons had this to 
say last night concerning the President’s 
action: 

“I have known of the President's 
friendliness to me in the cause I repre- 
sent ever since I wrote a letter to Mr. 
Quigg in June, which Mr. Quigg has re- 
frained from giving to the press. 

“The President's invitation came to me 
ovar a week ago. It was unsolicited, but 
I regard it as entirely natural that he 
should seek an opportunity to show that 
his and my supporters have his good-will. 

““Six years ago Mr. Roosevelt asked 
me to make the contest for the leadership 
in my district. Since then he has con- 
stantly shown faith in the .uprightness 
of my purpose and the desire to se6é-me 
achiove success. He has thus as greatly 
honored me as he has encouraged me. 

‘No man fighting the forces that I am 
fighting could fail to know that he had all 
the support which it would be proper for 
President Roosevelt to give him. I re-

LINER JUST ESCAPES BOMB. 


Infernal Machine Bursts When Thrown 
from the Eagle Point. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 29.—An Infernal 
machine was discovered to-day in the hold 
of the steamship Eagle Point as the ves- 
sel lay in the Delaware River at the 
Philadeiphia & Reading Railroad grain 
elevator. The steamer was saved from 
destruction by a fraction of a second, as 
the bomb exploded ag it touched the water 
after being thrown overboard.

Brooklyn Victim of Odd Accident Badly; the Philadelphia Transatlantic Line and 


Injured at Kingston in Sight 
of a Big Crowd.

KINGSTON, N. Y., Aug. 29.—A Mrs. 


Roper, living in Brooklyn, was caught 
by the anchor of an ascending balloon at 
the Ellenville Far this afternoon, carried, 
head downward, to a height of five hun- 
dred feet and for a quarter of a mile 


over the fair grounds, and is in a serious 
condition from shock and dislocated and 
broken bones. Margaret Daily of Middle- 
town was in the car of the balloon. 

Ellenville has no gas plant, so it was 
decided to fill the balloon with hot air. 
Of the five thousand people on the fair 
grounds nearly a quarter of them watched 
the filling of the big bag. When the 
balloon was ready to be released some- 
thing happened to one of the ropes, and 
the balloon shot upward. A slight breeze 
was blowing, and the inflated bag swung 
over the heads of the crowd toward the 
open fields beyond the fair grounds. 

Uncoiling slowly, the anchor rope nar- 
rowly missed several men and women. 
Mrs. Roper, who had watched the opera- 
tions with interest, suddenly felt herself 
wrapped about by the rope, and then she 
was lifted from her feet, turned head 
down, and carried skyward. She faint- 
ed. The crowd,* thinking this to be 
some unadvertised feature of the show, 
began to cheer. Mrs. Roper was sus- 
pended about twenty feet below the bas- 
ket containing Miss Dailey, and the crowd 
momentarily expected to see her do a 
trapeze act or make a parachute drop. 
When she was two hundred feet from the 
ground the woman's perilous position was 
realized, and the cheers ceased. 

The crowd watched her intently. Miss 
Dailey noticed that the balloon was not 
acting as it should. She looked below, 
saw what had happened, and pulled the 
escape valve, but the balloon continued to 
soar for a few seconds. It had reached 
the height of 500 feet and was drifting 
toward the old fair grounds. 

The limp and helpless figure dangled 
from the end of the anchor rope as the 
balloon began to descend. Miss Dailey 
tried to help Mrs. Roper, but the anchor 
rope was too far away to be reached 
and the woman struck full upon her head 
and shoulders as the big bag de- 
scended. As soon as she could jump from 
the basket, Miss Dailey ran to Mrs. 
Roper’s side and tore the anchor loose 
from her dress. Lightened of its double 
load, the balloon shot upward, while the 
injured woman was lifted into a carriages 
and driven to the office of Dr. Alice 
Divine in Ellenville. She remained un- 
conscious for almost an hour. A dislo- 
cated shoulder and ankle, a number of 
contusions about the head, and several 
fractured fingers were the extent of her 
injuries, and she was found also to be 
suffering severely from shock. Her 
friends said she was spending the Sum- 
mer at Walker Valley, Ulster County.

HAUL DOWN BRYAN BANNER. 


Missourians Angry When Buffalo Rail- 
road Men Object to It.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug, 29.—The fifty 
Missourians in a special train on their 
way to welcome W. J. Bryan were delayed 
in this city to-day for nearly four hours 
by a collision with railroad officials. They 
flaunted a banner which in the opinion of 
the officers of the New York Central 
Railroad was too obvious. 

The regulations of the railway prohibit 
the display of banners or similar symbols, 
and demand was made for the removal of 
the emblem, which bore as part of its let- 
tering the words: ‘‘ Welcome to Bryan.” 

The members of the party declared that 
they would either remain in Buffalo until 
their wishes were complied with or pro- 
ceed by another road. A speech was de- 
livered in the Central Station by ex- 
Gov. Ball, and efforts at a compromise 
were made in vain. The railway men 
were inflexible. 

Finally a conference was arranged and 
representatives were sent to interview 
other railway officials and arrange a 
continuance of the trip over another road. 
This attempt to solve the difficulty was 
also unsuccessful, the regulations of the 
other railways being similar to those of 
the New York Central. 

Finally a ballot was proposed to deter- 
mine the best course to adopt, and it was 
decided to remove the banner. The train 
pulled out about 5 o'clock, after a delay of 
nearly four hours. 


LIGHTER SINKS A TUG. 


Turned Over Suddeniy—Narrow Es- 
cape of Captain and Crew. 


Thrown upon its beam ends by the 
shifting of its cargo of scrap iron, a 
Pennsylvania Railroad lighter fell back 
upon the tugboat America, in the slip be- 
tween Piers 38 and 4 East River, near 
Broad Street, ear'y last evening, and 
knocked the tugboat under water. With 
a few seconds’ warning from the pilot, 
Capt. George Wilson and the crew of six 
men on the America climbed over her 
side on to a scow lying alongside and 
saved themselves just am the tug went 
down. 

The shifting of the lighter’s cargo was 
primarily due to a collision in the middle 
of the East River off Pier 4 with an un- 
known tugboat. The lighter was in tow of 
the Pennsylvania tugboat Juniata, in 
charge of Capt. John Duskabe, on her 
way up the East River. The unknown 
tugboat scraped the Juniata and struck 
the lighter following a violent blow. The 
lighter’s loose cargo of scrap iron was 
thrown on to the port side and caused the 
craft to careen so that the load threatened 
to side off completely, 

Capt. Duskabe saw the danger and im- 
mediately turned into the slip between 
Piers 38 and 4, hoping to be able to tle 
up the lighter before the cargo was lost 
overboard. In the slip was the America, 
waiting to tow out to sea two Street 
Cleaning Department scows. 

The Juniata passed up the slip, by the 
America, without any mishap. But just 
as the lighter came abreast of the Amer- 
ica the scrap iron was again loosened 
and slid further over to port. The lighter 
went over, under the weight, upon her 
beam ends, the lightened starboard side 
standing up straight in the air. 

Released from the load of iron, the 
lighter fell back, seeking an even keel, 
and the starboard part of her underbody 
struck the deckhouse of the tug.

Politicians in Ohio, according to 
other reports declare that Roosevelt 
for Secretary Taft. Mr. Roosevelt, in an 
interview with the editor of a weekly 
newspaper a few days ago, it is now said, 
implied that he preferred Secretary Taft 
for the place, but asked, ‘‘I don’t see 
how I could accept the nomination my- 
self, do you?” 

For some time, so the story runs, the 
New York weekly has been insisting 
upon the renomination of Roosevelt for 
a third term. The story that reached 
Washington to-day is that a few days 
ago the President sent for the editor of 
the paper and talked over the matter 
with him. Mr. Roosevelt said that the 
advocacy of his renomination by the pa- 
per was very distasteful to him, and 


j} asked the editor to discontinue it, saying 


“Anything you do for Taft will be all 
right."’ 

This report, however, coming so soon 
after the publication of an apparentlly au- 
thentic account of how the President ad- 
dressed Speaker Cannon as “the next 
President’ is taken by some politicians 
to mean that Roosevelt is really seeking 
to spread his favor to candidates for the 
nomination, in order to keep the way clear 
for nimself, in case it becomes necessary 
for him to ‘“‘ bow to the will of the people” 
and to accept the nomination. 

In support of this theory these men point 
to a significant fact, which comes as part 
of the story. It is that while the Presi- 
dent was urging the editor to stop the 
“distasteful "’ advocacy of his renomina- 
tion he referred to his statement on the 
night of his election when he declared that 
“under no circumstances” would he 
again be a candidate, and continued that 
he couldn’t see how he could accept a 
nomination after that, ““do you?” It its 
the ‘“‘do you” which is held to confirm 
the belief that nevertheless Roosevelt 
might enter another race for the Presi- 
dency. 

The mix-up in Republican politics in 
Ohio led to the charge to-day that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has interfered in that 
State, contrary to the repeated announce- 
ment on his behalf that he would not 
have anything to do with the squabbles 
in any State this year. It is also declared 
that this interference is directly in the in- 
terest of the Presidential candidacy of 
Taft.

them was aware of his greatly involved 

financial condition, a 
speculator, although financiers say he was 
one of the many who lost heavily in Con- 
solidated Lake Superior Company stock 
several years ago. Real estate investments 
seem to have engaged his attention and 
money almost exclusively. This is borne 
out through his connections with Adolf 
Segal and the latter’s enterprises. 

Late last night Segal, his counsel, and 
District Attorney John C. Bell held a con- 
ference. Mr. Bell said he had been called 
in by Segal because the promoter thought 
it entirely feasible to raise the $3,500,000 
needed by the trust company. Mr. Bell 
said he was in no way connected with the 
case except in so far as he might aid in 
raising the funds necessary to place the 
company again on a sound basis. 

It is the expressed opinion of bankers 
that the Real Estate Trust Company 
failure does not involve any other bank- 
ing house fn the city. The three depos- 
itories for the funds of the trust com- 
pany were the Franklin Natlonal Bank, 
the Market Street National Bank, and 
the First National Bank. Aside from 
having deposits of the trust company, it 
is declared by officials of these institu- 
tions that they are in no way involved in 
the failure. 

Ellis P. Passmore, Cashier of the Frank- 
lin National Bank, said that the three in- 
stitutions and the Finance Company of 
Pennsylvania had advanced half a million 
dollars to the Real Estate Trust Company 
for current needs. ‘“‘ The very best form 
of securities were pledged,’’ he added. 
“Consequently the three banks and the 
Finance Company are amply protected.” 

Trust Directors Criticised. 


According to John H. Michener, ol, 
dent of the Clearing House Association, | 
that body stood ready to advance all the 
money required by the trust company, 
provided the proper security were offered.

not a member.” 

Two of the three boards in this city used 
the Real Estate Trust Company as a de-} 
positary. They aré the Board of Ministe- | 
rial Rellef, which had $48,000 on deposit 
when the company closed its doors, and 
the Board of Publication, which had a} 
balance of only a few thousand dollars 
in the institution. The Board of Educa- 
tion had no money in the trust company.

PRISONER’S MANY NAMES 


Bunker Says Mason Was the Brains 
of the Marriage Coterle and 
Wrote Its Letters. 


Rufus C. Mason of 116 West Seventy- 
seventh Street, sald to be a brother of 
Mrs. Izella Brown, one of the members 
of the “love syndicate,"”" who lived in 
West Eighty-second Btreet, and who was 
arrested yesterday on a new charge of 
larceny, was locked up in Police Head- 
quarters last night on a charge of grand 
larceny. He was arrested on a warrant 
sworn out by John H. Bunker, who has 
offices in the Flatiron Bullding. 

According to the police, Mason is known 
under the names of S. C. Algerton, Dr. 
Folke, Dr. John Howard, Sir Wallace 
Montgomery, and Lord Bruce. The police 
also allege that the prisoner has served 
a@ sentence in the Charlestown (Mass.) 
prison. 

The technical complaint against Mason 
is that of the larceny of 100 deep sea shells 
valued at $250, which are alleged to have 
been taken from a cabinet in the offices 
in the Flatiron Building on Aug. 10. 

Bunker told the police that he met 
Mason some time ago, and they became 
partners in placing an anti-friction ofl on 
the market. 

Several weeks ago, according to Bunker, 
a number of bills came to the office which 
Mason said had been paid. Mason then, it 
is alleged, changed the combination of the 
safe and took away with him several im- 
portant papers. When the safe was opened 
it was discovered that everything of im- 
portance was missing. 

On Saturday Bunker said that he went 
to Mason's home in West Seventy-seventh 
Street. A few minutes later, he declares, 
Mason appeared armed with a revolver. 
He says that he asked Mason what he 
had the revolver for, and that Mason re- 
plied, “‘I need protection.” Bunker says 
that he replied that an honest person did 
not need protection. Mason then sald, 
according to the complainant: 

“IT hate humanity. People are put into 
this world to be trimmed and hung up 
before the Lord.” 

Bunker told the police that Mason was 
the real brains of the ‘Love Syndi- 
cate.”” Mason, he said, wrote most of 
the letters which the police have un- 
earthed and which have figured in the 
cases brought against the women. He 
also, Bunker alleges, engineered the plans 
of the two women.

EXPECTS A HOME RULE BILL. 
W. H. Long Challenges the Govern- 
ment to Announce Its Policy.

LONDON, Aug. 29.—Walter H. Long, 
ex-Chief Secretary for Ireland, in a 
speech to-day before the Irish Union- 
ist Alllance, challenged the Govern- 
ment to state openly its policy on the 
question of home rule.

RECIPROCITY WITH SPAIN. 


Presidential Proclamation—New Rates 
in Effect Sept. 1, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The State De- 
partment to-night made public a procia- 
mation by President Roosevelt declaring 
and putting into effect on Sept. 1 the 
new agreement as to reciprocal tariff 
concessions between this Government and 
Spain. Under the agreement American 
goods are to pay duty according to Spain's 
second tariff schedule, the rate accorded 
to favored nations, in return for Ameri- 
can concessions In the way of tariff re- 
ductions on wines and other Spanish im- 
ports into the United States. 

According to a dispatch to the Btate 
Department to-day from Mr. Collier, the 
American Minister at Madrid, the royal 
decree putting into effect the new tariff 
agreement was to be published in Spain 
to-day. He added the American goods in 
Spanish warehouses were to have the 
benefit of the favored nation tariff treat- 
ment, 

The duties on goods from Spain are to 
be as follows:

The paper purported to bear the sig- 
nature of A. M. Foster, said to be a

ture on its face. The man who took it 
into the bank was well dressed and glib. 
He said he wanted $1,000 cash for the 
| brokerage house of Hopkins Brothers of 
25 Broad Street. The check was not 
drawn on the bank at which the demand 
for cash was made, but the teller knew 
Hopkins Brothers, who were depositors. 

The teller held up the check as a mat- 
ter of course. The bank was perfectly 
willing to accommodate the brokers with 
cash, but, of course, they couldn't ac- 
cept the paper of another bank without 
protection. The man with the check 
paereet entirely. It was stupid of the 
cashier, he thought, not to have indorsed 
| the thing. He would just run back to 
the office and get the firm's signature. 
| In about the time it would have taken to 

to 25 Broad Street and back, the 
stranger returned with the check. This 
time it bore on its back a perfect fac 
siinile of Hupkins Brothers’ signature, and 
he got the cash. 

The next check of which the Pinker- 
tons have heard was against the account 
of the brokerage firm of Harde, Bonner 
& Co., of 209 Broadway. It came to a 
downtown bank on a Saturday morn- 
ing. The man who presented it explained 
that Harde, Bonner & Co.’s cashier had 
neglected to lay in cash for the payroll 
and it was too late to get a messenger 
up to tne firm's own bank before clos- 
ing time. This check was made out to 
the firm's order and bore its indorse- 
ment in regular form. The teller knew 
that the firm was in good standing. His 
only hesitation arose from the fact that 
the check was on the paper of another 
| bank. While he was in doubt the pre- 
| tended messenger suggested that he hus- 
tle back to the firm and get them to 
guarantee payment. That little touch 
of frankness settled the teller’s doubts, 
if he had any, of the standing of the 
messenger. When the man came back in 
a few moments with “ payment guaran- 
teed’ written over the indorsement in 
what was apparently the familiar hand 
of Harde, onner & Co.’s cashier, the 
| money was passed over the counter with- 
out question.

Judge Cowan for Cattlemen De- 
mands That It Uses Its Powers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Opportunity 
to do real business under the new rate 
| law was given to the Inter-Staté Com- 
| Merce Commission to-day by Judge S. H. 
;Cowan of Texas, who, as the represent- 
; ative of the National Cattlemen's Asso- 
ciation, had an influential hand jn the 
skirmishing last Winter that led to the 
passage of the law. 

For a long time Judge Cowan has been 
seeking to have the rates on cattle ship- 
ments from the Southwest to Chicago re- 
duced. In March, 1908, there was an in- 
crease of 3 cents a hundred. On behalf of 
the Cattlemen's Association Judge Cowan 
took the case to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and obtained from it a 
ruling that the Increase was “‘ unjust and 
unreasonable.’’ But the commission then 
had no power to enforce the ruling, and 
the railroads continued to charge the in- 
creased rate.

Dr. Darlington went on to enumerate 
some of the reasons why, from his point 
of view as Health Commissioner, it is 
absolutely essential that means should be 
adopted for the ee a of the city sup- 
ply. The watershed from which New 
York is supplied extends over 8360 sqpare 
miles, and is entirely out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the municipal authorities. Indeed, 
some of it is in Connecticut. To see that 
no nuisances are created and to abate 
those that already exist is entirely out of 
his power as Health Commissioner, and 
the @nly means of effectually insuring 
the purity of the water jis to filter every 
drop of it before it is delivered to the 
citizens. 

All of these perils, as well as the incon- 
venience of having to wash in muddy 
water, Dr. Darlington believes could be 
avoided by the erection of a filtration 
plant at a cost of $17,000,000 and an an- 
nual expenditure for operation of $900,000.

REPORTED RAILROAD DEAL. 


Southern to Take Over the Virginia 
& Southwestern, It Is Said. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 20.—A well- 
founded report has reached Bristol that 
the Southern Railway has taken over, or 
is about to obtain, the Virginia & South- 
western Railway. The price paid or to 
be paid for the property is not stated, but 
it is thought to be in the neighborhood of 
$10,000,000. It is known that H. K. Me- 
Harg of New York and Stamford, Conn., 
owner of the controlling stock, has asked 
this amount for his holdings in the road. 

The Virginia & Southwestern has been 
maintained for a number of years by the 
Virginia Iron, Coal and Coke Company. 
The road is about 140 miles in length, ex- 
tending from Mountain City, Tenn., by 
way of Bristol, to Appalachia, Va., where 
it has connection with the Louisville & 
Nashville. 





Should the report from Knoxville that 
the Southern Railway is about to acquire 
the Virginia & Southwestern prove true, 
it seems clear that the price mentioned, 
$10,000,000, Is very much exaggerated. 
The road has. outstanding only $2,000,000 
of bonds and $2,000,000 of stock, a total of 
$4,000,000, or only two-fifths of the re- 
ported purchase price. 

Some time ago !t was reported that the 
South & West Railway, controlled by the 
Blair & Co. interest, had obtained an op- 
tion on a controlling interest in the Vir- 
ginia & Southwestern. Half of the Vir- 


ginia & Southwestern stock is held by the 
Virginia Iron, Coal and Coke Company.

“GRAIN BROKERS PROTEST. 


Some Say Advance in Buffalo Rate Is 
Retaliation for Hepburn Bill. 


The advance of % cent per bushel on 
the grain rate from Buffalo to New York, 
raising the Winter rate from 5 to 5% cents 
per bushel, as announced Tuesday by the 
local agent of the Joint “Traffic Associa- 
tion, to be effective from Oct. 8 to Deo. 
31, raised a storm of protest among the 
the grain traders on the Produce Ex- 
change yesterday, who talked of calling a 
meeting of the trade to take official steps 
to fight the increased rate. 

The present ‘‘ Summer rate” of 4% cents 
per bushel was posted for change by the 
local agent of the Joint Traffic Assocta- 
tion a few days ago, to be raised after 
Sept. 20 to 5 cents per bushel between 
that date and the opening of navigation in 
the Spring. 

Many of the brokers made contracts for 
future deliveries on the assumption that 
this rate would continue, and will suffer 
large losses if the new rate of 5% cents 
between Oct. 8 and Dec. 31 holds. They 
charge that the change in the Winter 
rate without warning, after it had been 
regularly announced, is unjustifiable, and 
some of the grain merchants go so far as 
to accuse the railroads of a deliberate in-

Where do the bears get all the money 
they los?? Money must be had before it 
can be lost. Yesterday's violent recovery 
im prices was gréatly assisted by short 
covering. The bears have become 50 
fntimidated that they run quickly, but 
it fs no.easy thing to cover short stocks 
in a market absolutely controlled by 
peawerful bull interests.

These 
men who are committed so openly to the 
bull side and who have a great many 
stocks to sell have not got to the end 
of their resources. They have succeeded 
in attracting a public—that is, a certain 
kind of public—anqd they are not going to 
stop until their ammunition is exhausted.
